Outlook Bleak For 
George Home Move

The preservation of the 76-year-old George house appears hopeless if the Collin County 
Board of Realtors cannot attract the interest and financial support of Planoites prior to the 
end of September, the deadline for moving the home from its present site. 
One of only a few early landmarks left in the City of Plano it seems worthy of salvaging, not 
only for this generation, but for those to come. 
Plano started its recent growth with a bang and, unfortunately, without much forethought 
of the historic sites, which were destroyed in an effort to clear out the old and build the new. 
Realizing that if they didn’t act quickly all traces of early Plano would be forever 
oblierated, a group of interested citizens gathered at the home of Thelma Rice Sproles early 
in 1973 and under the auspices of the Plano Fine Arts League, formed the Plano Heritage 
Assn. Their aim was to perserve for future generations that which would recall the past. 
Attending that first meeting were some of Plano’s prestigious family names—people who 
had lived in Plano all of their lives. Mrs. Howard Standerfer was there, along with Mrs. Alex 
Schell Jr. and Mrs. Alex Schell III, Nathan White Jr., Mrs. Rutledge Haggard, and Mrs. 
Clifton Haggard, Mrs. Robert Chronister, Miss Margurite Haggard, and two interested 
newcomers, Mary Swenson and Vicky Fallian. 
Their first endeavor was the acquisition of the Ammie Wilson Home, located on West 15th 
St., and an agreement with the City of Plano on the land around it. They designated the area 
as Heritage Park and since that time they have been involved in acquiring old furniture, old 
farm equipment for the barn, and in the renovation of the house. 
Later, the George house, located at the corner of Avenue L and 16th St. became the focal of 
interest since it, too, is a masterpiece in early construction, representing the “gingerbread” 
era. 
After the land on which it is located was purchased by the city, plans to dismantle the house 
to make room for progress surfaced, and the Heritage Assn. once again became interested in 
the preservation of Plano’s past. 
Taking up the banner to purchase the house, the Collin County Board of Realtors 
established a fund which they hope will grow to be sufficient in paying few the removal of the 
house from its location to Hertiage Park. 
Speaking for the Board, W.D. Wiser stated that donations have been slow and dishear­ 
tening. 
“We have only collected $1700 and we need $14,000 to accomplish this task,” Wiser ex­ 
plained, adding that the cutoff date is the end of September. 
“We hope to get all clubs, civic and social, involved in this project as our gift, and theirs, to 
future generations,” he added. 
Checks to help salvage the home may be mailed to the Collin County Board of Realtors, 
George House Fund, at 1201 E. 15th St., Plano. Donations will be deposited in the fund, which 
the Board hopes will top the required amount in time to complete the project before the 
deadline. However, if the fund falls short, all monies will be returned. 
David C. George, a hardware merchant in Plano for 56 years, built the house for his bride, 
Vemer McPherson, whom he married in November of 1900. It is assumed that construction on 
the house was begun in late 1899 or early 1900. 
Miss McPherson, who lived only two blocks away from her future home, did not see the 
house until her wedding day. 
The David Georges had four children, Tom, Ruby, Joe and Mack. Joe is presently living in 
Houston and until his death just a couple of years ago, Mack lived alone in the house. Tom and 
Ruby died earlier. 
Mack, who was a U.S. postal clerk retiring in 1970, was a familiar figure to downtowners as 
he walked to town and back each day. 
But with the family gone, the only part of the family heritage which remains is their 
homestead, and during this Bicentennial year, it seems appropriate to honor and preserve 
treasures from our past. Many feel the 76-year-old George house is one of those treasures. 


School Budget Viewed 


State-required 
increased

“The ll-cent increase in

tendent H.Wayne Hendrick 
explained. 
School trustees will meet 
Tuesday night to continue 
studying the 40-page budget 
proposal. Previous study has 
indicated that a 96-cent tax 
rate will be necessary to 
fund the $15,390,227 proposed 
operating budget. Last year 
an 85-cent tax rate funded a 
budget that was more than 
$2 million less than the 1976- 
77 proposal. 
Dr. Hendrick noted that 7.5 
cents of the proposed in­ 
crease results from the 
Texas Legislature requiring 
Plano to increase local ef­ 
fort. 
“We also believe that the 
10-percent (1,700) 
increase 
in students we are expecting 
will require an 8.2-cent tax 
increase through the em­ 
ployment of more staff 
members, the operation of 
two new schools and the 
corresponding need for more 
teaching m aterials,” the 
superintendent added. 
An additional one cent on 
the possible tax increase is 
attributed to

that school districts cannot 
charge fees for many sup­ 
plies and materials which 
students previously were 
required to furnish or pay a 
fee for the school to provide.

“And not only are we 
having to budget

student fees, to only the first 
and second grades ” 
Completing the factors 
contributing to the proposed 
tax increase is an inflation 
rate of six percent. Five 
cents of the increase results 
from higher utility bills 
(budgeted at almost $130,000 
over last year) as well as 
increases in the cost of in­ 
structional and maintenance 
supplies. 
“ The 
above-mentioned 
increases total 21.7 cents,” 
Dr. Hendrick pointed out 
“But we believe that in

political career is filled with 
m any firsts: first black 
woman elected to Congress 
from the Deep South and 
now the first black and the 
first woman ever to keynote 
a 
national 
D em ocratic 
convention 
Miss Jordan is a longshot 
possibility for vice president 
on a Carter ticket Perhaps 
the m ain thing working 
against her is geography, 
but some observers believe 
Carter could do worse. 
“The Voice,” as some of 
her colleagues have dubbed 
her. was 
catapulted 
to 
national attention by her 
probing questions on the 
House 
Ju d iciary 
Com­ 
m ittee’s televised hearings 
in 1974 on the impeachment 
of Richard Nixon. 
Elected to Congress in 1972 
which she describes as 
“ the 
best 
and 
worst 
of 
tim es” — Miss Jordan is the 
product of Houston’s black 
ghetto 
w here 
she 
first 
decided to study law and — 
eventually — go into politics. 
At 40, she has since been 
widely promoted as a future 
speaker of the House and has 
her vocal supporters for the 
vice presidential spot. 
“ I always wanted to be 
som ething un u su al,” she 
once said. “ I would never be 
content with being run-of- 
the-m ill. I was thinking 
about becom ing a p h a r­ 
macist, but then I asked 
myself, 'Whoever heard of 
an 
outstanding 
p h ar­ 
m acist?” seek a career in 
law, her father, a warehouse 
clerk, complained to her 
high 
school 
homeroom 
teacher that lawyering was 
“ No profession for a girl to 
be in.” Young Barbara told 
her teacher, “ I am big and 
fat and black and ugly and 
I’ll 
never have a 
man 
problem 
I’ll never get to 
college unless my father 
pays for it. So I will do 
exactly what he tells me to 
until I am 21 years old and 
then I’ll do what I damn well 
please.” In her articulate 
public 
speaking, 
Miss 
Jordan’s deep and resonant 
voice has been described as 
a 
cross betw een 
Sarah 
Vaughn and Ethel Waters. 
A 
m agna 
cum 
laude 
grad u ate and 
cham pion 
debater of Texas Southern 
University, she was the only 
woman in her class at Boston 
University law school. 
She won election to the 
Texas state Senate after 
several defeats, and then 
twice ran unsuccessfully for 
the House before winning 
election four years ago. 
In a UPI interview earlier 


this year, 
Miss Jordan 
acknowledged the growing 
speculation 
about 
her 
political 
future 
but 
disclaimed any presidential 
ambitions. 
“ I think a woman can be 
president,” she said. “ The 
possibilities this year for the 
nomination of a woman to be 
president now appear to be 
rather remote. Whether a 
woman will be on the ticket 
for vice president is, I think, 
more likely.” 
Asked if she would accept 
the vice presidential spot if it 
were offered, Miss Jordan 
said, “That is so unlikely a 
possibility, it’s a question I 


haven’t even thought about 
trying to answer. And I don’t 
think it’s a question I am 
going 
to 
have 
to 
an­ 
swer.” 
About 
the 
House 
speakership, she is less 
negative. 
“I don’t try to orchestrate 
my political future. I have 
nothing in mind at this time 
as to where I want to go in 
the organization 
of the 
House. I just want to be 
available for anything that 
occurs and looks like it’s a 
good place for me to move.”

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Ford To View Rights

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Ford plans to take 
a closer look 
to see 
if 
American women are get­ 
ting a fair shake under the 
law, and in the economic 
field 
They have a long way to go 
in 
obtaining 
legal 
and 
econom ic 
equality, 
a c ­ 
cording to the N ational 
Commission on the Obser­ 
vance 
of 
International 
Women’s Year 
Acting on a couple of the 
recom m endations of the 
commission. Ford has or 
dered the Justice depart­ 
ment to review the U.S. code 
with the aim of eliminating 
laws that discrim inate on the 
basis of sex. 
He also has decided to 
study the w idening gap 
between the salaries of men 
and women — a growing 
cause of frustration 
and 
disillusionment on the part 
of women who are as trained 
and as dedicated as their 
male colleagues. 
In a report to Ford, the 
com m ission 
noted 
that 
women represent 52 per cent 
of American society. 
But looking at Congress, 
the 
C abinet 
and 
state 
governments, 
women 
are 
woefully unrepresented. The 
com m ission 
found 
th at 
roughly only 5 per cent of the 
women hold local, state and 
federal elective poettions 
Of 
4,800 
top 
union 
positions, women hold only 
350 of those jobs. 
In 
the 
federal 
bureaucracy, only 1.6 per­ 
cent of the top government 
officials are women. 
The 
com m ission 
also 
found that including women 
who have no incomes of their 
own, 
three-fourths of all 
women in the United States 


have individual incomes of 
less than $6,000 a year 
As the nation begins its 
third century, much of the 
law in the United States 
reflects concepts that a wife 
is 
the 
property 
of 
the 
husband 
In the United States. 67 4 
per cent of all teachers in 
elem entary and secondary 
schools are women, but in 
1975 women held only 15 per 
cent of all principalshtps 
F u rth erm o re, 
in 
the 
n atio n 's 
colleges 
and 
universities, 60 per cent of 
men professors have tenure, 
compared to 42 per cent of 
the women. 
The com m ission report 
showed that in many states 
female juvenile delinquents 
are given longer sentences 
that males. 
At the sam e time, it was 
found that nearly one-half of 
American women think the 
ideal life would be staying 
home with children and then 
com bining 
hom em aking 
with a job. 
In the salary field in a r­ 
chitecture alone, the survey 
on women showed 
that 
m en's salaries in this skill 
were 61 per cent higher than 
their female colleagues. 
The 
inequities 
em anate 
from some of the "blind 
sp o ts" 
of 
the 
founding 
fathers Ford referred to in 
his 
recent 
B icentennial 
speechs 
He also stressed 
that rather than “ women’s 


rights" it is e question of 
rights for ell American 
citizens 
There is no question that 
the President's constent 
awareness of the women's 
movement has been spurred 
by hts wife Betty, who has 
made equal rights a First 
Lady project 
Despite prodding from the 
P resid en t, 
governm ent 
agencies themselves have 
been remiss in moving 
women up the ladder. 
Ford has appointed more 
women to federal judgeships 
lately. On the other hand 
there are no women in his 
close top advisory clique. 


and only one women in the 
Cabinet 
And though the President 
has selected a woman, 
former child star Shirley 
Temple Black to be the U S. 
chief of protocol, which will 
give her high visibility at the 
State Department, there are 
no women voices in the 
Kissinger shop on foreign 
policy 
Presidents can do a lot in 
the appointive 
field 
to 
recognise the talents of 
women. They also can en­ 
courage more women to run 
for office by giviiig them the 
political party backing that 
they need.

Essentially Strauss did a 
balancing act for four years. 
He mollified angry liberals 
and outraged conservatives

coalition-building 
paid off when Strauss did 
take arbitrary positions By

himself a planner and ad­ 
ministrator by vocation, and 
he says he would set up long- 
range goals in many areas.

In this Bicentennial year 
of our country, I think it

One supposes he found the 
task to be intimidating but 
his subsequent speech was 
anything but intimidated. 
Religious liberty in a 
global perspective is an 
increasingly 
important 
question and has been raised 
to a new level of public 
awareness by the signing of 
the Helsinki Agreement and 
reports 
of 
religious 
repression in such diverse 
countries as the Soviet Union 
and South Korea. 
Potter said that Christians 
and others throughout the 
world “have now accepted 
religious liberty as a basic 
human right... and relate it 
integrally with other human 
rights.” 
“ American 
religious 
leaders, Protestant, Catholic 
and Jewish, both clerical 
and lay, have played a 
considerable 
part 
in 
■bringing this achievment 
about,” he said. 
“One could say that this 
was a natural outcome of a 
long American tradition, 
enshrined in the declaration 
of Independence,” Potter 
said. “But it also implies a 
very heavy responsibility on 
the American people to 
implement these human 
rights 
both 
here 
and 
abroad.” 
He singled out the South 
Korean situation as a par­ 
ticular example of how that 
responsibility weighs on the 
United States. 
In that country, he said,
